Since 2009, Algoma's purchase of three 
coastal class vessels and investments 
in state-of-the-art Equinox Class ships 
has meant more than $560 million in 
investment to its domestic dry-bulk fleet 

The latest purchase is for a self-unload¬ 
ing vessel from Gypsum Transportation 
Ltd. that will be renamed the Algoma 
Integrity. 

Algoma also signed contracts with a 
subsidiary of Uljanik of Croatia, for two 
new Equinox Class, self-unloading, dry- 
bulk lake freighters. 

"The Integrity was really an opportu¬ 
nity to buy a vessel that will ultimately be 
part of our ocean fleet,” said Peter Win- 
kley, Algoma’s vice-president of finance. 

“It will first serve a couple of years

except these two are slightly smaller. 

One reason for the new private invest¬ 
ment is the Canadian government’s 
removal of a 25% foreign vessel import 
duty in 2009. 

“It was the impetus ... to be in this 
(renewal) program," he said, adding there 
are no shipyards in Canada that can build 
these types of vessels. 

"The shipyard work that can be done in 
Canada tends to be focused on military,” 
Winkley said. “And of course, we also 
have some repair work and dry-docking 
that's done (in Canadian docks).”

The percentage of schools that have 
shown statistically significant improve¬ 
ment over the past five years — four out 

studies at the Fraser Institute. 

“And the number of schools showing 
statistically significant decline — only 
one — is encouraging," added Cowley, 
who is also the report's co-author. 

The Fraser Institute’s annual analy¬ 
sis of Ontario's secondary schools — 
known as its report card — ranks 749 of 

ardized literacy and math tests. 

Released Sunday, it uses academic 
indicators based on a school's aver¬ 
age in Grade 9 Education Quality and 
Accountability Office math tests and 
the percentage of students who pass a 
Grade 10 literacy test. 

The institute also looks at other 
data that, including the gap in results 
between girls and boys. 

Not all schools met Fraser’s EQAO 
criteria to be included. 

Niagara's schools are about aver¬ 
age relative to all the others in the 
rankings. The average overall rating 
for the region’s 27 high schools in the 
2013/2014 ranking is 6.2, compared to 
an average for all schools in Ontario of 
6.0. 

With an overall rating of 6.9 as a 


group, Cowley said Niagara's Catho¬ 
lic high schools “considerably outper¬ 
form the schools operated by the pub- 

The highest ranked in Niagara was 
Sir Winston Churchill in St. Catharines, 
which placed 119th out of 749 schools in 
Ontario, resulting in a score of 7.6 out of 
10. 

Blessed Trinity in Grimsby was No. 2, 
for an overall rating last year of 7.5. Eden 
and E.L. Crossley were tied at third with 
scores of 7.4. 

Catharines Collegiate at 701st place, with 
a rating of 3.0 — but that also represents 
an improvement over an overall rating of 
2.4 over the past five years. 

Over the five most recent years, the 
fastest-improving schools are Fort Erie, 
then Beamsville and Saint Michael in 
Niagara Falls. 

The fastest declining over that time was 
Saint Paul in Niagara Falls, said the report 

Highest ranked in the province was 
a francophone Catholic trades-based 
school Minto in Ottawa, which scored a 
perfect 10. 

The DSBN was, as usual, highly critical 
of the Fraser rankings. 

Education superintendent Helen 
McGregor said the board “fundamentally 
disagrees with the Fraser report and the 
ranking of schools." 

“The Fraser report misuses EQAO data 
and does nothing to promote under¬ 
standing of the work that occurs in 
schools,” she said.
